The disk of the moon, as is very ap- 
parent, is uot of uniform brightness, 
but ia diversified by dark ureas hero and 
there. These dark areas are so arranged 
as to represent the eyes, nose aud mouth 
of a human being, and the whole disk 
represents passably well a human face. 
Not all people, however, eau see tins re- 
semblance. Some who oaunot see the 
face can see u man and a woman carry- 
ing botween them a bucket of water. 
The lnnu stands ou the left sido of the 
disk, the woman on the right. To some 
the dark spaces appear to have the .sunn- 
shape as North and South America, a.i 
if the Western continent were reflected 
in the moon. The Tartars see none ol 
these, but their " man in the moon'' is a 
wood-cutter, beuriug on his buck a huge 
bundle of wood, and supporting himself 
with a stall. The Japanese see the form 
of a rabbit in u sitting posture. His 
long ears stand erect, aud before lntii i» 
a mortar. In his forepaw he holds h 
pestle, with which he is grinding nee 
after the manner of the Japanese. The 
Empel'oi Rudolph, who often observed 
the moon with the, astronomer, Kep or. 
saw upon it the image of Italy. Tile 
ancients reeogui'/.ed the resemblance ..I 
the moon to the hamuli face, for the his- 
torian Plutarch w rote a treatise (o itra 
dieting that vulgar idej. " Great fouls," 
said ho, "are they who think that they 
Bee a face on the inoou. That which 
they think they see is an illusion. It is 
caused by fatigue of the eye, which 
makes light and shade where there is 
only uniformity." 

How greatly he was mistaken was 
shown afterward when the telescope was 
invented. Under the powerful eye ol 
this instrument the surface of the moon 
exhibits anything ,but uniformity. It 
equals in roughness the roughest por- 
tion of the earth's Burfaoe. Huge mount- 
ain craters are scattered over the disk, 
and within many of these are smaller 
mountains. Deep chasms and high 
ridges are abundant. From some of the 
mountains long rays extend in every di- 
rection like streams of lava. 

The telescope dispels all these resem- 
blances whioh are so apparent to tho nak ed 
eye, but even with this aid not all people 
see alike. One likens the moon to a 
green cheese, while another thinks it re- 
sembles a body of water frozen over 
with the riffles on its surface, and the 
craters are air-holes in the ico. Another 
simile, perhaps the most ridiculous ot 
all, is that of a pot of boiling mush, tho 
craters being the bubbles of air us they 
come up and burst ou the surface. Some 
seo only a cold, desolate, dead plauot, 
incapable of supporting life of any kind, 
while others see valleys, streams, canals, 
ami other characteristics of mother 
earth.

Two more chickens of the attorney- 
general's hatching have returned from 
Ottawa to roost at James Bay amongst 
the iriany other "plucked" measures of 
the present reginio, viz., acts of the 
session, 1SS0, entitled, respectively, 
'•An act to amend the Cariboo Waggon 
Koad Tolls Act, 1S7G," and "An act 
respecting tolls on the Cariboo Waggon 
Road." This is realiy ton bad. The 
act of 1SS0 provided for tho collection 
of a toll of one cent per pound at Yale. 
The act of 1S7G imposed a toll of I a 
cent at Yale, and another half a cent 
upon goods passing Clinton towards 
Cariboo. The act of 1880 having been 
disallowed the act of ISTti conies again 
into force. The other act which has 
been disallowed imposed a toll of two 
conts per pound avoirdupois on rice 
passing Yale in the direction of Cari- 
boo'. These failures, coupled with the 
adverse remarks of the Supreme Court, 
yesterday, on the several Chinese cases, 
places the government in an unenvi- 
able fix. The necessity of the presence 
of more legal ability in the House is 
becoming every day more apparent.

Neppawa is the name of a new town 
in Manitoba now coming into existence 
in the county of Dauphin, situated on 
the confluence of Stony and Boggy 
" Creeks.

On Thursday night Thomas < >'Hrien's 
barn at Thorpville, seven miles from 
Guelph, was burned with its contents. 
Twenty-two tons of new hay and a con- 
siderable portion of this season's grain 
were stored in the building. 

Tho Mercury says there has bepn a 
good yield of fall wheat on the Model 
. Jfarm this year. < >u Thursday the crop 
of- tho diehl variety grown in a Gve-acre 
plot was threshed. The yield was 2. r >ri 
bushels — or 51 bushels to the acre. 

It is reported by the Belleville On 
tario that the parties engaged in the 
exploratory survey of the Trent Valley 
Canal between Teterboro' and .Mud 
Lake have succeeded in finding an ex- 
ceedingly advantageous location for the 
work, involving much less expense than 
has been anticipated. 

Tho latest reports regarding tin' 
health of the Hon. .1. Pope, minister 
, of marine and fisheries, are to the effect 
that he is confined to his bed in a very 
low condition. 

It is feared the recent storms have 
done great difmage to the crops in the 
Ottawa valley north of this point. Re 
ports from that quarter say the storms 
were of great violence and accompanied 
with hailstones of great size. 

A heavy storm passed through the 
township of Portland on Sunday, which 
did considerable damage on the pro 
perty of Mr. J as. Dowler. I t levelled 
his barns and stables, carried away the 
roofing of his kitchen and outhouses 
and did a great deal of damage tn his 
crops. 

Four thousand four hundred and sixty 
eight tons of coal wen- shipped from 
Pictou.N. R., last week.

The 
twig blight on apple trees also prevails, 
and the voting wood is sustaining great 
injury. Rhode Island greenings are 
sutlering most severely from the hitter 
cause. 

N. Garland, of Caledonia, Out, 
bought a picco of property on Main- 
street, Winnipeg, opposite the new 
Hudson Bay store last fall for $1,500, 
and a day or two since sold it again for 
$10,000. The purchasers had the same 
property negotiated for and sold be- 
fore purchase at §12,000, so that it 
changed hands almost immediately.

A strange case has just come to 
light in which a Markham man thinks 
he is heir to the paltry sum of about 
eighty millions of dollars. The facts 
of this singular case are as follows: 
Over a hundred years ago nine of the 
early Dutch settlers in New York 
State formed a business partnership 
which was known as the "Nine Part 
ners." In 177- Jacobus Stoutenburgh, 
one of the original nine partners, signed 
a release of all of his property, com- 
prising portions of the principal cities 
in the State of New York and else- 
where, to his nine children. Shortly 
before the war of independence the 
whole family removed to Canada, and 
the estates were for the time lost sight 
of, no rents having been paid, as far as 
can be learned, by the lessees. The 
direct male heir now comes forward in 
the person of Mr. Stoutenburgh, of 
Victoria Cross, iu Markham township, 
he being the eldest living grandson of 
the eldest son of Jacobus Stoutenburgh, 
and the lease hav ing run out lie claims 
the property left by his great grand 
father. As tin' estates were not for 
feited to the American government 
the Stoutenburghii having left the 
country several years before the revo- 
lution — it is the opinion of good legal 
authorities that the property will be 
recovered, ft is impossible to calcu- 
late with accuracy the present value of 
tiie property, but it. may be surmised 
to be anywhere between S.'IO, 000,000 
and §100,000,000. 

Montreal, August I. — News reach 
ed Montreal to-day of a very sad j 
drowning accident which occurred at 
Coteau du Lac on Saturday, between 
live and six o'clock in the evening. It 
appears that while Mrs. Dan tin;, wife 
of Dr. Dan the, of that place, was sit 
ting on the river bank, near their 
home, one of her daughters, iged - 
years, was bathing. The current is 
very swift at this point, anil the mother 
saw her child suddenly lifted from her 
feet and borne away by the stream. 
She ran to the house and summoned 
her husband, who rushed into the river 
in time to catch the child. He was 
soon struggling to the shore, which he 
reached with the assistance of his son. 
Meantime two daughters, aged twenty 
one and sixteen, had rushed in to their 
little sister's aid, and in the confusion 
it seems their absence was not noticed. 
The hats of the two young ladies were 
seen floating on tho water, when the 
truth forced itself upon the family that 
tho two brave girls had been drowned. 
Their bodies were immediately secured 
and brought ashore. — <?/<«V.

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that, all lands or parcol of lands with- 
in the City of Victoria upon which Uses 
have been due and in arrear for three 
years shall he sold and the proceeds ap- 
plied lit the reduction of such taxes; 

Hk IT KNAotKh therefore by the Mayor 
and Council of the Corporation of the 
City of Victoria: 

1. The AKseHfior and Collector of the 
Municipal Council of the City of Victoria 
is hereby authorized and directed, when- 
soever taxes on any land have been due 
for three yearn 'preceding tho 'Fifteenth

Mr. R. E. Jackson moved for judgment 
upon the case shown by the statements of 
claim and dofoucu. Ho contended that 
as tile plaintiff's had only arrived by the 
steamship Quinta upon the 2nd of July 
last, the day upon which their goods were 
seized for nonpayment of taxes, they could 
n»t then bo termed residents, and, there- 
fore, were no. liable to pay the tax. 

Mr. Theodore Davie on tho same side 
argued that the tax collector had exceed 
ed the powors conferred on him by the 
act or that if the act authorised his pro- 
ceeding the same was unconstitutional as 
affecting trade and commerce. 

Mr. Hett, for the defendant, contend- 
ed that the motion was out of order and 
that tho question whether or not the 
plaintiffs were "residents" within the act 
was a question of fact to be determined 
by c> idence.

LAST NICHT'SDISPATCHES. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Washington, Aug. 15, S.30 a. m. — 
The president did not rest so well as 
usual last night. l r ntil toward three 
o'clock his sleep was not sound and he 
vomited .several times. About .T o'clock 
he became composed and slept well uu- 
til ur'tcr 7 this morning. Ilts stomach 
is still excitable ami his temperature 
rather higher than yesterday. At pres- 
ent bis pulse is 108; temperature, 100; 
respiration, 20. (Signed) D. W. Bliss 
and others. 

CmcAtiO, Aug. lo, VI a. ui. — A lot 
of senseless newsmongers aud reckless 
newspapers are giving currency to re- 
ports that the president will not live, 
Even at this moment newsboya are 
shouting on the streets : "Full account 
of Garfield dying," and Saturday and 
yesterday reports were going about 
that the president was dead. These re 
ports are sent out to anticipate what is 
possible; but, according to every re- 
liable piece of information, not at all a 
probable event. The reports are based 
on the bitr heat temperature and pulse 
of the president and not on any credi- 
ble reports of information. 

Chicago, Aug. IS. — There was wild 
excitement on 'change at opening this 
morning which has continued unabated 
until this hour (noon) It was believed 
thai repoits of rain in iho "West- 
ern States would have sent mark- 
ets down, hui they had mo ef- 
fect, and ' prices matted with an 
advance, which lia^ progressed 
almost without a break and every 
article has shared in the rise. 

Chicago, Aug. 13. -The 'Times' 
Washington special ,-^ty.s the stiongest 
assurance in the president's case conies 
from Dr. Frank Hamilton, who lias 
staked his professional reputation upon 
Ihe statement that the president will 
gel well. He bn> never made a posi- 
tive atiiniiat ion of this before. He 
baid, guardedly, that he ■ thought he 
would get well; that his prospects were 
good, ami all that sort of talk; but he 
has within tliP Inst 24 hours said posi- 
tively that there was no doubt of it. 
He was naked if there wus any reason 
for any ilifQonua'renieiit throughout the 
country and ilieUled the following an- 
swer: (i .Xot' the slightest. The slight 
fluctuation in pulse and temperature 
which occurs from day to day has no 
special significance. The causes are 
often obscure, but slight ami transient, 
and ought not to create in the public 
mind either alarm or encouragement. 
The public can judge better as to his 
condition by the fact that from;weelc 
to week there is a general improve- 
ment- -at least it is safe to .say no gt n 
eral change for the worse. A very 
decided improvement cannot be expect- 
ed until the pus secreting surface is 
reasonably diminished in size, ami for 
this more time is required than has 
elapsed since the last incision. You 
may assure the public that the presi- 
dent will recover if they will only wait 
patiently for Iho result. You may add 
that it will be reasonable to expect a i 
rapid improvement when the weather 
becomes a little cooler. The hot, wea- 
ther is one of the greatest difficulties 
we have to contend against. 

Executive Mansion', Aug, 15, 12.30 
p. in. --Si nre the last bulletin the presid- 
ent has not again vomited and has 
been able to retain nourishment admin- 
istered. At morning dressing the dis- 
charge of uus was free and of good 
character. Since then his pulso has 
been more frequent. The tempera- 
ture has fallen to a little below 
what it was this time yesterday. At 
present his pulse is 1 IS, temperature 
90, respiration 19. (Signed) 1). \V. 
Bliss and others. 

Wac.iiinuton, Aug. 1.0. — Executive 
Mansion, 2 p.m. — Much anxiety in ex- 
hibited throughout the eity regarding 
the President's condition and many en- 
quiries have been made at the mansion 
throughout the day. The feeling 
throughout the country was similarly 
manifested by the large number of press 
corVespondeuts who called at the 
White House to receive the 12:30 p.m. 
bulwtin. The temperature and respir 
ation, as stated in last bulletin, are 
generally; conceded as favorable indi- 
cations, but the pulse, which is given 
as 1 18, causes considerable uneasiness 
in the public mind. Since issuance of 
the bulletin it has been impossible to 
confer directly with anyone of the 
atl ending surgeons. 

Attornev General MacVeagh called 
a short time ago and when leaving the 
White House said in reply to interro 
gations that Agnew attributed the un- 
usually high pulse to the weak condi 
tion of the patient caused by the 
nauseau with which he has been 
troubled.

SENSATIONS 

Police Inspector "WTiicnor — Patrick 
HowoUyr. Staunton— Mr, 
Bravo. 

THE ROAD, PENCE, AND BRIXTON' MYSTERIES. 

The last English mails contain an- 
nouncements of the deaths of three 
persons intimately connected with the 
three most sensational crimes that have 
agitated London during the last twen- 
ty years. Kx- Inspector Jonathan 
Whieher, who died at the age of se- 
venty-seven, was one of the first staff 
of detectives organized in London in 
1813. It was he who in 1SG0 arrest 
ed Constance Emilie Kent for the mur-| 
der of her infant step-brother, finding 
the absence of her nightgown suspi- 
cious and insisting that she had taken 
it from the wash-basket while she sent 
the maid who was carrying it for a 
glass of water. The girl was set at lib- 
erty, and Whieher shared with her 
father the popular opprobrium of the 
hour; indeed Ills dismissal was urged 
in the Commons, but the Home Secre- 
tary stood by him, and when three 
years later he retired it was with frill 
rank and pension, Mr. Whieher was 
subsequently sent to Russia to reorgan- 
ize the detective force, and figured iti 
the earlv stages of the Tichborne case.
